Flaxmak, of St. Nicholas, Fittenweem, Fif eshiro, Scotland, 
SuTgeoxi, j^o hereby declare thp, iiuture of this inyeution and in what manner tJie 
same is to be performed, to be particularly described and ascertained in and by 
the following statement: — 

. 5 This invention relates to the steoring wheels, steering levers or handle bars of 

- motor cars, o^ ole^ff and other veliioles of the type .having pneumatic cushioning 
means consisting of rubber or like, jackets or tubes fitted round or ovor the wheel 

- or bundle. In such cushioning means as heretoforo proposed the air jaokot or 
tube contains air at atmospheric pressure or is iuflated through a non-return 

10 valve, and an outer cover is in some cases proN^ded. 

Under the present invention the cushiouiiig moan,a consists of a longitudinal 
tube whose ends are flattened out and are folded round the handle, the tube being 
hermetically sealed with air thei-ein at atmospheric pi'essure and being suitably 
compressed by moans of outei' windings or other like covers. 
15 In order that this invention may be (dearly understood^ I have hereunto 
* appended explanatory drawings which show the invention as applied to a steering 
wheel. 

Fig. 1 is plan view of the complete wheel. 
Fig. 2Jb a cnws secticin taken on the line 2, 2, Fig. 1. 
20 I'^ig* 3 is a view o£ the pneumatic cushion, i 

The wheel 1 is made at each side with a reduced part 3 adapted to receive the 
cushion part 4 whioh in tbo example shown consists of a length of tubing with the 
ends 5, 5, thereof flattened out and hunnetically sealed so as to imprison sufficient 
air 'to give the required resiliency. Tbe parts 4 are folded over the reduced 
26 pai-ts 3 and are socxued by end rings or bindings 0, 6, and by a ispiriilly wound or 
other covering 7 of leather or other convenient material which gives the required 
compression to the cushion. 

The grip device may be made in segments to be placed between the different 
' spokes of a steering wheel as sliown. If so desii'ed the spokes of the wheel— or 
30 certain of the spokes — ^may be provided with cushioning meau^ similar to those 
on the rim, 

The cufjhiouing means are covered or bound by spirally wound leather cloth or 
other oonvenient material or by means of any other convenient covering or 
binding. , 

36 In the case of the liaudlcs of cycles, motor cycles and the like each handle is 
' provided wjth a cushion member constructed iii tlie manner above described to 
enclose tlie core or bar and held imder the required compression by the outer 
binding or coverii^g.

Having now partionlurly described and fiRcertained tlio nature of my said 
invciLtion-iiud iii wliat maimer. tJl<5 QilJno \§ to be perforxned, I declare that wbat 
I claim is : — ^ 

' 1. An improved Jiandle or grip for the steering \7beelB, steerijig levers or handle 
bars of motor-cars, cycles and other vehicles hx^ving resilient cnahiQiiiiig means 6 
oonsistin^ nf a longitudinal tube having its ends flattened out and folded'round * 
%he lumdSc, the tnhe Being hermetically sealed with air tharein at atmospheric 
pressure ond hcin^ snitahly compreisaod by .means of ovter windings or other like 
covers, substimtifUly as described. 

2. An improved handle or grip for the steering wheels of motor vehicles con- 10 
strncted substantially ns hereinbefore described with reference to the drawings 
annexed.
